Linda C Bane 





Linda was born in Keyser, WV, and graduated from Keyser High School in 1974. 
She earned an AA in pre-biology in 1976 from PSC and two BAs, in biology and in 
foreign languages (German), from WVU in 1978 and 1979 respectively. She was 
inducted into Tri-Beta, the biology honor society at WVU. Linda worked on a masters 
in German. She supported her studies as a GA (Graduate Assistant) teaching German, 
Latin, and English as a Foreign Language. She escaped to Japan before finishing her 
thesis and her degree.

While working at PSC, Linda continued to take classes: speech, computer 
programming, anthropology, leadership, and more. While working she completed the 
course work for an online MA at WVU in instructional design and technology, and 
received the MA in December 2018. She hopes in the future to complete a doctorate in 
instructional design and technology.
